DETAILED ACTION 

In response to the Request for Continued Examination (RCE) under 37 CFR 1.114 filed 
on 7/16/09. Claims 1, 9, and 14 were amended and claims 1-14 are pending in the instant 
application. 

Priority 

The instant application claims the benefit of application 10/176,100 now patent US 
7,278,635 which is a continuation of a patent US 5,292,127 which has a filing date of 
10/02/1997. 

Allowable Subject Matter 

1. Claims 1-14 are allowed. 

2. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 

3. The instant invention is directed towards a plurality of of physically separated player- 
machines wherein each physically separated player-machine includes its own microprocessor 
and software for allowing a player to play a game that requires sufficient skill that is not a game 
of chance. The player is provided a game due to an economic consideration where digital 
information is developed resulting from play wherein each player machines includes a wheel- 
shaped indicator having a plurality of segments and each segment of the wheel-shaped indicator 
is individually detectable by a detector of each player machine and a bonus apparatus including a 
microprocessor and software that is physically separated from the plurality of player-machines 
and coupled to the player machines for digital communication. The game information and award 
information associated with the at least one game is associated is generated based on two or more

differing non-monetary criteria from the at least one game played at a player machine of the 
plurality of player machines. 

4. The prior art of record, in Sitrick teaches a plurality of gaming machines that provide 
digital communication between the two individual game machines is provided and is not a game 
of chance. However, the machines do not include a wheel-shaped indicator with a plurality of 
segments that are individually detectable by a detector of each player-machine. 

5. The prior art of Ishida, teaches a bonus apparatus that is connected between a plurality of 
player machines however is directed towards the digital information resulting from a game of 
chance rather than a skill game. 

6. The prior art of Lennon, Jr. provides a method and apparatus to convert a home gaming 
machine into a coin-operated video game. However, Lennon Jr. lacks in fairly teaching or 
suggesting a plurality of game machines that incorporate a wheel-shaped indicator with a 
plurality of segments. 

7. The instant invention in light of the prior art date of 10/02/92 when evaluated provides 
the novel feature of a game system that provides physically separated player-machines that 
provide a player to play a game of skill for an economic consideration where a bonus apparatus 
includes a microprocessor and award information is determined that is generated based on two or 
more differing non-monetary criteria for the at least one game played at a player machine of the 
plurality of player machines.
